After being whipped at Horton and 
told to leave the country, Paralee Col­ 
lins disappeared. She went with Isaac 
Collins, a distant cousin, to Douglas 
county. 
They took up their abode in 
a cabin. 
Tuesday night a mob of masked 
men went to the place. They knocked 
for admittance. 
W hen the door was 
opened the leader /covered the pair 
with his revolver. 
Both got away and took 
to 
the 
brush. 
Shots followed. 
Isaac Collins, 
was shot in the head, a bullet tearing 
away a part of his right ear. Paralee 
Collins wa3 shot in th© leg. 
The mob burned the cabin and left 
a written notice that Paraloe must 
leave. 
Two (lays ago Henry Collins, known 
as “ Hog Eye,” whose home is on 
Spring creek, in Howell county, was 
taken from his home by a masked 
mob and whipped. * Two others of the 
Collins family w^ere whipped at the 
same time and warned to leave the 
country. 
The mob charged that Henry Col­ 
lins had killed a steer which did not 
belong to him. 
For some time a feud has existed 
in the Collins settlement along the 
western border of Howell county.

month ago a masked mob whipped 
Paralee Collins and burned the home 
of “Blind Jane” Collins at Horton, 
wmere Paralee lived. 
Both women 
were told to leave. 
Several arrests have been made. 
Paralee Collins bas been married 
four times. 
She says two of her for­ 
mer husbands are members of the 
mob; that she recognized one of them 
the first time she wras whipped, when 
the mask fell from his face.
